Of Kissinger in Southern Africa

DAR ES SALAAM, Sept. 17 
(NYT)—So far, Secretary of 


State Henry Kissinger’s mission 
to bring peace to southern Africa 
bas shown only the delicacy, 
complexity and immensity of the 
Job involved. 


Following his talks with Presi- 
dent Julius Nyerere Wednesday, 
two dramatically contrastlng news 
conferences were held. in one, 
President Nyerere, sitting on the 
back porch of his statehouse. pas- 
sionately explained his mixed 
feelings toward the U.S. initia- 
tive and said, In effect, that he 
was less hopeful than ever. 

In the other. Mr. Kisainger, be- 
hind a lectern at the Kiliman- 
jaro Hotei, suggested that Presi- 
dent Nyerere’s remarks were the 
kind of thing that accompanies 
negotiations and sought to por- 
tray himself as nothing more 
than a conduit for relaying views 
between black-ruled and white 
Ruled countries. 

But the fact remains so far 
that the Kissinger trip Has drawn 
8 good deal of suspicion and doubt 
from black Africa, some obvious- 
ly for appearance's sake, but 
much of It real. Unies the suspl- 
clon can be overcome, success 15 
doubtful. 

Tactical Gloom 

‘Those who traveled with Mr. 
Kissinger during hig Middle East 
negotiations note that gloom is 5 
perfect curtain-raiser for his 
style of diplomacy. With it, even 
8. relatively minor advance—in 
this case an agreement for a 
constitutional conference on 
South-West Africa embracing all 
sides—takes on the appearance of 
Ὁ miracle and can generate mo- 
mentwn. 

But those who have followed 
events in Africa feel the gloom 
ts justified and polnt out the vast 
differences between the Middle 
Bast and southern Africa in terms 
of issues. multiplicity of factions 
and personalities, 

Mr, Kissinger has said privately 
that Mr. Nyerere, whom he great- 
ly respects, is not “another 
Sadat.” The implication Is that, 
unlike the Egyptian President, 
whom Mr. Kissinger has praised 
for courage in negotiating with 
the Israelis despite Arab criticism, 
there is no African leader willing 
to run the risk of appearing mod- 
erate on the question of “libera- 
Hon.” 

“The basic underlying obstacle,’ 
Mr, Kissinger said, referring to 
both whites and blacks, is “the 
reluctance of anybody to admit 
that negotiations are possible be- 
fore they know that negotiations 
will succeed.” 

Talks With Smith ; 

His point, as far as black Afri- 
ca is concerned, 15 not quite valid. 
The African leaders could retort 
that long before Mr. Kissinger 
entered the scene, at the Victoria 
Falls conference last year, they 
tried negotiating for majority rule 
with the Rhodesian Prime Min- 
ister, Ian Smith, using Prime 
Minister John Vorster of South 
Africa as an intermediary. The 
fact that the venture failed—be- 
cause Mr. Vorster was reluctant 
to apply sufficlent pressure on 
Mr. Smith, according to the Afri- 
cans—-has left sense o: pesst- 
mism and even betrayal.

‘WASHINGTON, Sept. 17

toward “nuclear isolationism” in 
the United States, a group of 
U.S, business leaders has called on 
the Ford administration to put 
together a new nuclear-energy 
policy integrating foreign and 
domestic needs.

Franklin Lindsay, chairman of 
Itek Corp. and head of the 
group’s nuclear energy subcom- 
mittee, acknowledged that many 
of its recommendations coincide 
with current administration pol- 
icles on nuclear matters. 

For example, the report 
stresses the need for active U.S. 
diplomacy in coordinating nu- 
clear-export guidelines among 
the 15 or so countries with 
advanced nuclear technologies. 
The administration has been 
pressing since last year to coor- 
dinate guidelines in the so-called 
nuclear suppliers’ group.

In considering possible covert 
operations, he sald, “tow welght 
is given to the risk of disclosure” 
because seven congressional com- 
mittees must be ‘pformed in 
“timely fashion.”

After Lebanon 


Crossing one’s fingers tightly. one can now 
Say that the end of the 17-month war in 
Lebanon is within sight. The more savage 
right-wing Christians may wish to get in 
8 few last licks. which will mainly fall on 
elvillans,; and the more fanatical Palestin- 
fans, rather than cutting their immense 
‘osses, may wish to accumulate more, It 
seems likely nonetheless that the fatigue 
and better judgment of the parties, rein- 
forced by outside pressure. especially Syria's 
(and even Russia's), is producing a ragged 


cease-fire on the physical lines that have | 


been established for some months. It should 
take effect in conjunction with the seating 
of the new President. Elias Sarkas. next 
week. 

Lebanon. of course. is gone The debris 
amounts to de facto partition among Mos- 
lems. Christians and. for the time being, 
Syrians. Whether there wili ever again be 
a Lebanon, ἃ unitary state with a single set 
of national institutions, Is problematical. 
The country's once flourishing cosmopolitan 
economy is destroyed or dispersed. A pro- 
portion of the population equivalent to about 
ὑπὸ million Americans 1s dead 


The tragedy is peculiarly Lebanon's. Yet 
it has broad implications for the whole 
Middle East. The fact and spectacle of Arabs 
killing Arabs in Lebanon has tended to 
distract the Arab worid from its more normal 
primary focus on Israel. Israel has used 
the interlude to open its border for peaceful 
contacts with the people of southern Leb- 
auon—a first, Last Wednesday through in- 
direct negotiations conducted by the United 
Natlous. a gap in the Israeli-Syrian Golan 
line was opened to permit visits among 
Druze families—another first. To Israel's 
satisfaction, Jordan’s King Hussein has ex- 
ploited the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion's misfortunes in Lebanon to strengthen 
his links with the new supposedly “radical” 
and pro-PLO leadership on the West Bank. 
The Sinai disengagement between Israel and 
Egypt has both sides purring 

In brief. the threat of Arab-Israeli war has 
nut appeared more remote in years. All four 
contiguous Arab states are in the most peace- 
ful and open relationship to Israel that they 
have ever known. 

Unquestionably, the temptation is strong. 
and not just on the Israeli side, to stand pat. 


Israelis lean that way because of the evident 
short-range convenience and because it fits 
their pet theory that peace can be achieved 
only as trust is bul-t by contact and coexist- 
ence over time This 15 well known. But on 
their part, some Arabs, even while profess~ 
ing impatience with the status quo, seem 
reluctant to enter a further stage of nego- 
tlations. They know, or they ought to Imow, 
that to receive more territory they will have 
to give Israel rea! political coin. not simply 
a piece of paper they call a peace treaty. 
That the PLO has lost so much of its polit- 
ical clout in the Arab world will make it . 
that much easier for so-minded Arabs just 
to go through the motions tn this regard. 
πὰ ἡ 

We believe strongly, nonetheless, that it 
would be the height of folly to stand still. 
Syria wit have cut the PLO down to size in 
Lebanon in vain if it does not now, after the 
American elections, move on in the Egyptian 
fashion toward a settlement with Israel. 
Egypt, having absorbed the Sinai agreement 
on partial disengagement, has good reason 
to go the rest of the way. Jordan, too, 15 not 
likely to get into a better bargaining posi- 
tion. The Palestinians, however they man- 
age now to organize themselves, surely have 
learned that lhe one realistic alternative 
avaliable to them is a West Bank-Gaza state 
accepting. under negotiated terms, Jordan 
and Israel alike. The Israelis, so quick to in- 
sist they will not negotiate under pressure, 
have no legitimate excuse for refraining 
from serious negotiation now that they are 
not under pressure. Serious negotiation 
means, in this context, the return of Arab 
land captured in 1967 and coming to τοῦ- 
tually acceptable terms with the Palestinians. 
In return, the Israelis have every right to 
demand, with strong American backing, a 
comprehensive settlement on terms that 
guarantee them genuine security. 

One of the substantial dipiomatic achieve- 
ments of the Ford administration has been 
to establish the United States as a generally 
trusted and effective mediator of both Arab 
and Israeli interests. The president sworn in 
next January, n0 matter who he is, will have 
an unparalleled opportunity to build on this 
foundation and to coax equivalent conces- 
sions ouf of both sides, for thelr good and 
for the good of the United States as well.

Change in South Africa 


Two things stand out in the epidemic of 
manifestations against apartheld that con- 
tinues to rock South Africa; and both are 
menacing. not simply for white rule but also 


for the long-run chances for a peaceful 
racial] and political evolution: 


- For the first time ever, the other non- 
white South Africans—especially the “co- 
loreds” of Cape Province—have united with 
the b:ack African majority against the white 
government, : 

The demonstrations — particularly the 
strikes that’ have brought industrial Johan- 
nesburg close to a standstill twice in a 
month—have been planned and led by stud- 
ents who make-no secret of their contempt 
for the traditional black leaders 

“You are facing the last generation of 
blacks who are willing to negotiate,” the 
mayor of the b:ack Soweto township outside 
Johannesburg told government investigators. 
But the mayor's own house was almost burn- 
ed down by young radicals. negotiations 
with him and his kind may already be ir- 
relevant, 

For more than half a century, South 
Africa's black leaders tried patiently to ne- 
gotiate for dignity, equality of opportunity, 
and ἃ share of political power They sought 


not to drive out the whites but to share with 
them in a multiracial society. But the gov- 
ernment even today imprisons such leaders 
instead of negotiating with them; and it is 
no surprise that the “biack power” doctrine 
is now spreading rapidly through the town- 
ships. ᾿ 

This time, however, the once-docile “co-. 
:oreds"—South Africans of mixed race—have 
taken up with courage and ingenuity the 
revolt begun by Soweto blacks and managed 
to bring their protest right into the heart 
of Cape Town Yonng Indians, too, have 
bridged the artificial gap created by apart- 
heid and. in increasing numbers, joined the 
struggle for its dismemberment 

These developments make it clear that 
South Africa cannot for long be left out of 
any equation aimed at building peace and 
stability in southern Africa, Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger is right to concentrate 
first on solutions for Namibia and Rhodesia; 
but he cannot promise South Africa a long 
respite in return for its help with those prob- 
lems. And he must select with some care 
the black leaders he confers with in South 
Africa—or he is likely to find his converse- 
tions as irrelevant as the mayor of Soweto 
now seems to be.

Trouble at Democratic Headquarters - 


‘ASHINGTON —The Demo- 

erats are getting a little edgy 
about the presidential election 
The pros at the top of the party 
still feel that Carter will hold 
most of the states in the Old 
Confederacy, and that they will 
carry enough of the Northern in- 
dustrial states to win an electoral 
majority; but their voter-registra- 
tion drive so far has been a dis- 
appointment. 

The elections seldom 
get out the vote except in the 

tly one-party states, 
but this week they were a spec- 
tacular dozer. In the District of 
Columbia, only 13 per cent of the 
registered voters went to the 
polls—a miserable showing even 
for the last American “colony.” 

Nobody expected much of a 
turnout in Massachusetts, Min- 
nesota and other states where 
Senators Kennedy, Humphrey and 
other prominent characters were 
shoo-ins, but even in New York, 
where Pat Moynihan and Bella 
Abzug were staging a. well-pub- 
licized alley brawl for the Demo- 
cratic senatorial nomination, only 
24 per cent of the registered 
Democrats took the trouble to 
vote. Maybe it's still too early 
and not too significant, : 

Fussing Over 

But here at the headquarters 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee and big labor, which have 
stopped fussing with each other 
for a change and have been con- 
centrating on registration and 
drumming up the faithful, the 
response has been less than en- 
thusiastic. : 

This has been a surprise to the 
Democratic pols. They 
thought that efter Vietnam and 
Watergate, 2 united Democratic 
party, at a time of high n.ices 
and unemployment, would clobber 
the Republicans. They wanted to 
flush Jerry Ford out, on the 
theory that you had to know him 
well to reject him, but it hasn't 
quite worked out that way. 

It was also assumed here that 
the dominant power of the Demo- 
cratic party, with its control over 
the big statehouses in New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Massa- 
chusetts, Illinols, Minnesota and 
California, would prevail, but that 
isn't quite so clear now either. 

Thig is stilt the Democratic 
strategy, but it rests on the as- 
sumption that they can organize 
the party and get the feithful to 
register and vote. The evidence 
£0 far Js that they have uot been 
able to overcome the inuifference 
of their own party members. 

George Gallup's jatest poll indi- 
cates that “national voting partic- 
ipation may be even poorer this 
year than in 1972 (which was the 
lowest since 1948), with the dis- 
tinct possibility that nonvoters 
will outnumber voters in the No- 
vember election.” 


Lagging Behind 

Gallup finds n his polls that, 
for ali the exertions of the labor 
unions, “Democrats are lagging 
behind the GOP in the registra- 
tion battle—81 per cent of Re- 
publicans registered to vote com- 
pared to 75 per cent of Demo- 
crats.” 

This worries the Democratic 
Party leaders here, and they have 
other worries. Carter is not in- 
creasing his popularity in the na- 
tion, as he did in many states 
during the primaries, Something 
Js holding him back—the Demo- 
cratic party leaders are not quite 
sure what it {s—but something 
about his personality, hig manner 
of speaking, his thin trailing 
voice, and his switches on major 
policy issues are hurting his 
campaign.

the Dealers 


With the Auctioneers

PAFs. Sept. 17 (THT).—A dis- 
noticeable between the dealers’ 
market and the auction market, 
in France more than everywhere 


‘else. French dealers are gloomy. 


At the lower end of the scale 
second-hand dealers had 2 disas- 
trous winter, particularly at the 
Flea Market. They blame unemi- 
ployment, which has slowed down 
sales of “unnecessary” objects. 

Old furniture dealers came out 
best because the need for their 
goods is a permanent one. Those 
who sell archeeglogical objects of 
small value fared worst since the 
category appeals to sophisticated 
buyers with modest means. 

In the middle range, dealers 
trading in objets d'art of a re- 
fined quality that do not fall yet 
within the speculative categories 
are having a hard time. June was 
not good and July bad. For those 
few dealers who stayed in Paris 
in August, the month was not suc- 
cessful, Margeritte Mangin of the 
Reine Margot Gallery, with a wide 
range of fine, well-chosen objets 
d'art from the middle ages to 
18th-century Japanese stoneware 
and fabrics, said that she saw 
few French customers and fewer 
foreigners than usual. 


Top Range 

In the top range of objets d'art 
and paintings, transactions over 
100,000 francs have slowed down 
compared with a year ago. Dealers 
express consternation at the men- 
tlon of the Value Added Tax dis- 
cussions which, they feel, have 
greatly harmed their trade, re- 
gardiess of the outcome of the law 
to be passed in the future. One 
picture dealer said that the idea 
that their purchases might one 
day have to be submitted to the 
scrutiny of tax agents did more to 
dissuade prospective buyers than 
any economic slump. 

The auction-room situation, 
however, is different, Sales in 
June jogged along nicely, if not 
brilliantly, with some expectations

That mar- 
ket is too narrow to hold its 
own if unsupported by proper 
advertising and the low prices 
need not be taken as an indica- 
tion of any unusual reluctance 
to buy. ᾿ 

In the more widely recogniz- 
ed categories, prices were 
satisfactory. For example, 2 
Famille Verte vase of the Kang 
si period, with a narrow, square 
base and tall, flaring sides about 
45 centimeters high. made 2,100 
francs. The quality was superb, 
but the neck had been broken 
and some chips in the enameled 
decoration would make some ex- 
pensive restoration work neces- 
sary, It was nevertheless hought 
by the agent of a specialized 
dealer, suggesting optimian with 
regard to short-term sales, This 
is hardly the type of object one 
bays for stock. 

It will be interesting to see 
what happens within the next 
six weeks or so, Some good sales 
are scheduled by important 
auctioneers.

THE WORLD ENCYCLOPEDIA OF COMICS 


Edited by Maurice Horn. Chelsea House Publishers. 785 pp.
